Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


A review of the week finds canned goods and the demand 
for them in pretty much the same condition as we have reported 
for many weeks. There is a jobbing business going on in a 
small way for all articles, but no activity worthy of special 
mention. It will be remembered that last year, at least during 
the fall and winter, there was-the same kind of a steady sapping 
of the supplies of goods on hand, which was so quiet as to cause 
no notice, and yet which it was found later had practically 
depleted the market. This same sort of dealing is now going 
on, and the small stccks which the jobbers accumulated by 
taking in their future orders is now being parcelled out slowly 
but surely in these small orders. 

There is one good feature to the situation, and that is that 
the number of weak holders is now about reduced to a minimum, 
as the time during which they were forced to realize ready 
money has come and goue, and those who have tided over this 
distressful period are now in good position to hold their goods 
for the better prices which all realize must eventually come. 
The feeling of confidence in the stocks held by canners is grow- 
ing more noticeable every day, and the jobbers have about con- 
cluded that there are no further concessions to be gained by 
waiting, but in spite of this feeling they are not stocking up. 
They prefer to take chances of paying higher prices for the 
goods when they have to have them, than to paying out money 
for them now, and holding them. 

Because of this condition there is little doubt that the 
present 7oc. f. 0. b. for standard tomatoes is the lowest that 
article will touch, and any change is therefore most likely to be 
upwards. Many canners are storing their goods so that they 
will not be affected by the frost, and are prepared to wait for 
the turn of the tide. These men are not at all attracted by the 
most flattering of offers for their holdings at 7oc. They would 
not clean up today at that price net. 

The brokers report business of the same unchanged kind, 
as for months past, but Mr. ‘‘Jake’’ Solzman, the popular repre- 
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sentative of Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., of Baltimore, informs us 
that he is going to Europe on Saturday to seek a little recrea- 
tion after many years of arduous work. He expects to find in 
Spain and Italy and other sections which he will’ visit a relief 
from this strain that will fit him for the brisk business of the 
early new year. One thing is true, if the wishes of his many 
friends come true, he will have a most enjoyable voyage over, 
and a grand good time on his vacation. 

But to return to our sordid business of market reporter, we 
note that baked beans have scored a slight advance on the week, 
so that No. 1 are now quoted at 37c. to 38c.; and No. 3 at 
65c. to 67 4c. 

String beans are still quoted at 47%c. to 50c. for No. 2, and 
gallons at $2.20 to $2.25 ; and white wax are quoted at the same 
figures. Refugee beans No. 2 are quoted at $1.00 to $1.10; 
extras at $1.15 to $1.20. Lima beans, standard 2s are quoted 
at 8oc. to 85c., and small at $1.30 to $1.40. . 

Berries are experiencing a light demand, but are very firm 
in price, as the holdings are small. No. 2 blackberries are 
quoted at 55c. to 60c.; strawberries at 75c. to 80c.; extra 
standards in syrup at 95c., preserved in heavy syrup at $1.05. 
No. 2 gooseberries are held at 80c. Raspberries, No. 2, for 
both red and black, are held at $1.00. 

Corn is experiencing the same quiet as other lines, but is 
receiving its share of attention, but shows no changes in prices. 
No. 2 full standard shoepeg is quoted at 62%%c. to 65c., though 
some is occasionally offered at 60c. as a drive. Standard Har- 
ford County corn is offered as low as 57%4c., with Evergreen 
style at 60c., and it ranges from this up to 65c. for fancy, and 
to 7oc. for extra fancy grades. 

Oysters are treated at length elsewhere, and to quote the 
market here is indeed hard. As, for instance, we see such 
quotations as No. 1-5 0z., 67%c.; 4 0z., 62%c.; 3 0z., 60c., and 
what are known as light weights in all these grades at 4oc. 
The same thing applies in No. 2, which are quoted, for 10 oz. at 
$1.40; 8 oz. at $1.25; 6 oz. at $1.20 and the light weights at 
‘75c. Ina word, there is a difference of from 20 to 50c. in the 
quotations of stamped oysters and light weights, readily 
accountable in the fact that the light weights have just that 
much less oyster meat in the cans. As an example of this 
there are packed in a can recognized by the trade as an 
8-oz. can but 7 ounces of oyster meat, which is reducing the 
amount one-seventh, and the price is accordingly cut one- 
seventh. Thus where the full weight 8-0z. oysters are quoted 
at $1.25, the light weights, or 7-0z., can be quoted at $1.10, 

‘and the canner makes just as much as ever. Of course, it is the 
dear public that suffers. If the practice stopped there it would 
be bad enough, but it does not, and instead of putting in 7 ozs., 
the next one cuts it to 6 ozs. and so on to demoralization. 

Peaches show some slight changes, but demand is quite 
light in this line, as in others. No. 3 unpeeled pies are quoted 
at 75c., gallons, or No. 10, of the same kind at $2.70 and the 
peeled at $3.50. No. 3 standards are quoted at $1.25 for white 
and $1.30 for yellow; extras at $1.40 to $1.50 and fancy at 


$1.60. No. 3 seconds, white or yellow, are quoted at g5c. to 
$1.00 and No. 2 seconds at 7oc. No. 10 standards are quoted 
at $5.00. 


Pineapples show no activity at all, but the market is quiet, 
firm and no concessions to be found. There are no changes 
whatever. 

Tomatoes are left unaltered this week, and, as we have 
before said, the prices are rather hardening than anything else. 
The bottom price is 7oc. f. 0. b. factory, and few or none will- 
ing to accept that. Seconds No. 3 are quoted down to 6s5c., 
gallon, or No. 10 standards, are quoted at $2.00 f. o. b. factory 
and at $2.10 f. o. b. Baltimore. No. 2 standards are quoted at 
50c. and seconds in this size at 45c. 

In other lines, sweet potatoes No. 3 are quoted at 75c.; 


pumpkin No. 3, 60c.;.squash, 75c.; spinach No. 2, 65c.; No. 3, 
77 4c., and gallon, $2.75. No. 3 beets are quoted here at $1.05. 

In canners’ metals there are no changes to report and the 
market is quiet, except for such business as the winter-packed 
goods—oysters, etc. 


New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, November 18.—Only a fair local interest is 
reported in canned goods, though sales have been, on the aver- 
age, fully as liberal as last week. Business in all varieties shows 
a tendency to improve. More business is being done by retail- 
ers, and conditions indicate a continuation of this excellent situ- 
tion. The impression is gaining ground that while dealers are 
restocking, following the holiday activity, the trade will be 
much better and prices will be more satisfactory. Whether this 
will work out in practice is uncertain, but there are some proba- 
bilities that this view is correct. Nearly all holders are firm in 
their views on prices, and the tendency to shade is much less 
pronounced than it was, and this attitude continued long enough 
leads to increased prices. The upward tendency during the 
holidays is responsible for the better feeling noted throughout 
the trade, but aside from that not much change has been made 
during the past week. 

Asparagus.—A bit more demand is reported for asparagus, 
and advices from the coast note a stronger market there on all 
green goods. Some business has been reported in small green 
for local account at $2.75 for 2%4-pound cans delivered. A fair 
offering of white in the various grades is reported and the mar- 
ket is a shade easy within the quoted range. Nearly all holders 
have revised their quotations with a tendency downward. Some 
small white has been sold at $2.25 delivered here. : 

Tomatoes.—Full standard Maryland 3s are steady, with 
stock less freely offered at 7oc. regular terms f. o. b. factory. 
It is still possible to buy at that figure, but stock is not offered 
so freely and the situation is improving for holders. Bids of 
67%4c. have been refused on considerable lots laid down here. 
Some holders are quoting 72%c. and a f:w have gone as high 
as 75c. which takes them out of the market under present con- 
ditions. Off standards are easy and fair standards are as well. 
Not much business is done in either of these grades. No. 2s are 
in fair demand and prices are steady on the basis of 50 to 524%c. 
regular terms f. o. b. factory. A shade improvement is noted 
in gallons and packers offer less freely. Quotations are held at 
$2.10 inside for Maryland and $2.40 for New Jerseys. 

Corn.—Maine and state pack are both steady and a little 
more business is reported locally. Buyers are in search of good 
stock at low figures, but cheap lots are becoming scarce. Sales 
of Maine stock have been made within the range of 87% to goc. 
for fancy grades f. 0. b. Portland. Some standard grade can be 
obtained at 75c. delivered. State corn is firm, with up to 85c. 
delivered quoted on fancy. Western stock is unchanged and 
sales are made in a small way at 67%c. Southern stock sells 
but slowly at 65c. for Maine style. 

Peas.—Increased inquiry is noted, and it is becoming more 
and more difficult to secure cheap lots. A line of Wisconsin 
peas is reported offered at 65c. f. 0. b. factory. Evidently 
packers are trying to clean up lots and sales are urged in several 
instances as a result of this policy. Some packers have only 


’ small lots left and would be glad to dispose of them. 


Beans.—Strings are a shade firmer with 45c. quoted for 
southern 2s and 67%c. for Southern 3s. Gallons are held at 
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$2.10. Baked are steady at 62%c. for standard and 67%%4c. 
for fancy. 

Squash.—A little more inquiry is reported, and sales are 
made at 75c. for 3s and $2.10 for gallons. Holders are firm at 
these figures. 

Pumpkin.—Increased demand is reported from all points, 
and sales are made at 65c. for 3s and $1.85 for gallons. 

Spinach.—Increased demand is reported and sales are made 
at 67%4c. for 2s, 82%c. for 3s, and $2.75 for gallons. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market is stronger and the best packs 
are selling at a shade higher figures. No. 3s are quoted at 
82% to 85c. 

Pineapple.—An arrival of 5,000 cases of Hawaii pack 
attracted some attention during the week. The market is fair 
on all offerings, with a reasonably active jobbing business in 
Singapore stock. Holders are a bit firmer in their views, and 
concessions to obtain business are less numerous. 

Apples.—State pack gallons are offered less freely, and for 
new stock $2.40 delivered is about the quotation. A good deal 
of stock has been offered from Baltimore, and the market is 
easy. Old pack state gallons are offered at $2.25 delivered. 
Maine gallons have sold with considerable freedom at $2.00 
delivered. Within the past day or two the market has advanced 
and quotations run higher. 

Peaches.—Spot goods are firmer for finer grades, with some 
late business in southern gallon pies at the regular range. 
A fair business in California pack is noted within the quoted 
range. No holder will permit concessions from opening prices 
on the better grades. 

Apricots.—The market is firm at opening prices, with no 
indication that holders would make concessions to secure trade. 

Salmon.—Only a jobbing demand is reported for red Alaska 
within the range of $1.25 to $1.30. Medium red is also firmer 
and the tendency is upward. One of the largest holders of pink 
has been getting 7oc. f. 0. b. coast for his stock. Cohoes talls 
and flats are both firmly held. Chinook and Sockeye are both 
scarce. Only small lots are obtainable, and those come chiefly 
from second hands. 

Lobster.—The market is a shade more active under increased 
demand. ‘The outlook indicates increased trade. 

Oysters.—The market is steady and sales are slowly increas- 
ing. ‘The situation presents no important new features. 

Sardines.—Domestic goods are in fair demand and the 
market is steady at unchanged quotations. The estimate on the 
pack make it about the same as last year. The season is really 
over, but packers are cleaning up and preparing for winter 
quarters. Notwithstanding the continued reports of a poor 
pack the output will reach substantially the same level as last 
season. Plenty of quarter-oils are offered, but three-quarter 
mustards are less plentiful, and it is rather more difficult to 
secure them. HuDSsON.

California Market. 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 


Interests of the West. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., Nov. 11, 1908. 

The past week has witnessed quite a revival in the demand 
for canned fruits for immediate delivery and especially in the 
varieties that promise to be exhausted before a new pack can be 
made. It was thought by some canners that as soon as the 
election was over that there would be an immediate and marked 
revival in the market and that there would be a stop to the 
present hand-to-mouth policy of buying which has characterized 
the present season to such a degree. There seems to be no dis- 
position on the part of Eastern buyers to lay in any large 
stocks, however, and the improvement noted is considered 
merely the effects of an increased consumption due to the open 
ing of the winter season. The only buying that might seem to 
have a speculative tinge to it has been some purchases of low- 
grade apricots, stocks of which are very small. It may be pos- 
sible that there will be a shortage of some varieties before the 
season is over, but it will also be true that there will be other 
grades in full supply and no fruit famine is to be expected. It 
will be very fortunate, indeed, if the present pack can be mark- 
eted this season at the rates now in vogue, for while it will not 
mean a very large profit for either growers or canners, as a rule, 
it will prepare the way for a successful season next year, and 
that is what Coast interests are looking forward to. 

Joseph Durney, president of the Griffith-Durney Co., has 
just returned from a short visit to the Puget Sound and Colum- 
bia River country, where he made a close study of the canned 
salmon situation and interviewed almost every canner in the 
Northwest. He states that the results of his investigation show 
that there are less than 40,000 cases of Alaska red salmon in 
the entire Northwest. In San Francisco he does believe that 
there are more than 5,000 cases unsold, and this includes the 
60,000-case cargo of the Star of Russia that has just been re- 
ceived. Mr. Durney has been keeping a very careful record of 
the purchases of many of the wholesale grocers throughout the 
United States, and wher the figures of the present season are 
compared with those of past seasons, he is forced to arrive at 
the conclusion that there are very few wholesalers who have 
purchased enough Alaska red salmon to last until the pack of 
the 1909 season can be available for use. It is practically 
impossible to secure sockeyes or chinooks, as the market on 
these fish was cleaned up before the canning season came to an 
end. With the better grades of fish practically out of the mar- 
ket, Mr. Durney is of the opinion that a good demand will soon 
set in for the cheaper grades, such as Oregon red and Columbia 
River silversides. His firm has a few thousand cases of Oregon 
reds that are being offered at $1.00 f. 0. b. San Francisco, but 
the quantities are limited. The only salmon in large supply at 
the present time is pink fish, but the stocks of this variety are 
all in strong hands and it is impossible to secure talls under 
67%c. on the Sound or 7oc. in San Francisco. Some Alaska 
red salmon can be had on the Puget Sound at 85c. for No. %- 
flats and some Alaska pink salmon, same size, at 55c. 

The canning of tomatoes is still going on in the vicinity of 
San Francisco, but on a very limited scale only. The canneries 
in the growing districts have closed and the ones around the 
Bay are operating mostly on the surplus that is sent to San 
Francisco for fresh consumption. Labeling and casing is the 
work now being carried on most extensively at the various 
plants, and even this will soon be at anend. The next crop to 
receive attention from canners will be asparagus, and they are 
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already making preparations for handling this vegetable. The 
American Can Company, at the time its plant was destroyed 
here recently, was working on asparagus cans, and had the fire 
occurred in the midst of the canning season there might have 
been a can famine for a time, as the cans used in packing aspa- 
ragus are different from others, being almost universally of a 
square shape. The only time that round cans were ever used 
extensively here in the packing of asparagus was at the time of 
the great fire of 1906, when it was found necessary to use 
common fruit cans for a portion of the crop. The asparagus 
fields are reported to be in splendid condition this year, and the 
pack will be heavier than last season from present indications, 
owing to the fact that the great Bould Island field will be ready 
again, having entirely recovered from the effects of the disas- 
trous flood of a few winters ago. Some asparagus was packed 
there last season, but the output of this district will be doubled 
this season. The ravages of the rust have been greatly mini- 
mized and the acreage of this vegetable greatly increased during 
the past two years. 

Judge Frank S. Dietrich, of the Federal Circuit Court, has 
rendered a decision in which he held that the Hammond Pack- 
ing Company should be reimbursed for the two carloads of 
canned beef taken by the army officers on the Oakland mole on 
April 27, 1906. 

Word has been received here that R. D. Hume, the well- 
known salmon canner of Oregon, is seriously ill at Wedderburn, 
and that his recovery is doubtful. 

The North American Mercantile Company is now placing 
on the market a new product of theirs, and is meeting with con- 
siderable success in introducing it in the local market. This is 
a brand of canned crab, and the article is said by experts to be 
a very superior one as the crabs are caught off the coast of 
Siberia, where owing to the extreme cold water, the region is 
famous for its fine fish. 

Cannery talk is still the topic of conversation at Tulare, Cal., 
and it is likely that before another season one will be established 
there to operate in conjunction with the seeded raisin plan} 
recently installed by Elliott Bros. 

The matter of labeling California canned fruits is now 
receiving considerable attention from canners, and if present 
ideas are carried out there is liable to be a thorough revision in 
the system now in vogue. In view of the fact that the Pure 
Food officials demand labeling that is not misleading it will not 
be possible to use some of the labels now in use from the fact 

- that fruit grown in one section of the State is often canned in 
another, and is sent out with the brand of the canning place. 
It has been suggested that labels be made more general, and 
that the locality where they are packed be omitted, the mere 
fact that they are labeled California fruits being deemed 
sufficient. ‘‘BERKELEY.”’

CHICAGO, Nov. 18, 1908. 

Inside Enameled Cans.—The United States Government has 
through its Commissary Department issued instructions to various purchas- 
ing officers and boards which buy supplies on bids for the army and navy 
to ask in the invitations for bids prices and samples of canned goods her- 
metically sealed in Sanitary cans, inside enameled. This shows the rapid 
growth of the public appreciation in which this Sanitary can, inside enam- 
eled, is held. The enameling is a harmless coating or lacquer which pre- 
vents the acid in the fruits or vegetables from coming into contact with 
the tin. The ‘‘tinny taste’’ sometimes found in canned goods several 
years old, because the acid of the contents had absorbed a part of the tin 
coating from the inside of the can, is entirely absent. Then the most 
wonderful of the results is that berries, beets, cherries and other fruits and 
vegetables which have heretofore lost color in processing or cooking 
perfectly retain their color in this inside enameled can and open up of a 
beautiful, natural color. I saw some raspberries today packed by The 
Cobb Preserving Company, of Rochester, N. Y., which were as beautiful and 
fresh in flavor and appearance as if taken fresh from the vine. 

Canned Apples.—The upward movement in canned apples con- 
tinues, and jobbers are putting up their prices as rapidly as their cheap 
holdings are exhausted. 

General Business.—A fine and welcome improvement in the 
demand for canned goods is in evidence and the clamor for goods is some- 


thing fierce. Thousands of retail merchants who bought no futures are 
now falling into line, and the sample-rooms and salesrooms are daily 
crowded with buyers. 

Canned Tomatoes.—!ndiana prices range from 72%c. to 85c. per 
dozen f. 0. b. cannery for No. 3 tomatoes, and the quaiity fits the price, as 
the 85c. goods are generally cheaper at the price than the 72%c. goods. 
That is to say, that quite a quantity of poor goods have been packed in 


_ Indiana this season, and packers are disposed to push them on the market. 


Cheap tomatoes, fairly good, are selling rapidly, however, and stocks melt 
away so fast that jobbers find it hard to keep stock. 

New York Tomatoes.—! saw some of the finest gallon tomatoes 
(No. 10) today packed by S. E. Comstock & Co., Newark, N. Y., that I 
have ever seen. In flavor, color and fill they were almost perfect. I under™ 
stand that the New York pack of tomatoes this season has been especially 
fine, and that the yield for quality has never been excelled. 

The Box Question.—At the Convention in Louisville, Ky., in 
February the box question is coming up again in force so I learn. The 
wholesale grocers are most thoroughly disgusted with the crack open, split 
into pieces, hard wood cover in use in the west, and the dovetailed boxes 
which seem strong at first but soon fall apart are to be condemned. 

Canned Peas.—Cheaper grades of peas aie selling freely and there 
is some inquiry for the smaller sizes of Alaska peas. 

String Beans.—There is a great scarcity here of size No. 2 and 
No. 3 refugee string beans in No. 2 cans, and jobbers are trying hard to 
buy from each other, packers having sold out these grades. Larger size 
beans and cut beans are more plentiful. Fancy grades 2s and 3s of white 
wax beans are very scarce and hard to find anywhere. 

Fruit Pressing.—California pie apricots and peeled pie peaches are 
still in apparent heavy supply on the coast, and are still being urged upon 
the market. This is the case also with No. 2% water and standard apricots 
and yellow free peaches. Higher grades of Extra Standard and Extra 
fruits are scarce and are being sought for by jobbers. The supply of fine 
canned fruits on the Pacific Coast is about closed out. 

Canned Pumpkin.—This is pumpkin pie time and Chicago is send- 
ing thousands of cases of the article out to all parts of her tributary ter- 
ritory. The Central Lake Canning Co., Central Lake, Mich., has so far 
shown and shipped the finest canned pumpkin and squash I ‘hhave seen this 
season. Their goods are so solid and dry packed that the contents of the 
cans stand alone when turned out and can be sliced with a knife.

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jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are declining in interest at the moment, the recent purchases 
seemingly supplying wholesale wants for the present. Market is steady, 
with some holders firm in their views. No. 10 tomatoes are dull and rather 
nominal. Corn is selling in a small way at firm prices. Peas are selling 
moderately and are firm. Beans are quiet and firm. Pumpkin and squash 
are held at full prices and demand has been rather lively. Canned fruits 
are quiet. California kinds are steady t> firm. No. 1o apples still tend 
upwards, demand having improved. Salmon is quiet. Domestic sardines 
are firm.—Jerchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are unchanged and quiet. There has been some disposition 
to call the market firm, but it is difficult to see how such a claim can lie. 
Some packers refuse to sell at prevailing prices, but most will sell. Corn 
is unchanged, but very fairly steady. The demand is light. Low-grade 
peas are wanted tosome extent at unchanged prices. Peaches are un- 
changed and dull. For New York State gallon apples $2.40 is now asked 
by several packers. California canned goods are unchanged and selling 
only intermittently. Small Baltimore canned goods are unchanged in 
price and jull. String beans are cheap, ruling at 47%c. They have sold 
before this season as low as 45¢c.—Grocery World. 


Chicago. 

Demand for canned goods in general is better from the retail grocery 
trade. Tomatoes are selling to retailers more freely, also the general list 
of vegetables. Prices are steady to firm at last week’s quotations. Toma- 
toes have sunk about as far as they can go, so should next take an up- 
ward turn. This is true also of canned corn. Both these articles, more 
especially corn, are strong statistically, meaning that the pack showed a 
falling off this year, and the supply in the country, therefore, is below 
normal, and because of this important fact in the situation canners are 


resisting efforts of buyers to get goods at low, or lower, prices and they 
expect that prices will go up when there is a change in either direction. 
Canned beans are steady, limas and string and baked beans, with a very 
fair amount of business being done. Sweet potatoes are selling end prices 
on them are steady. Fruits are all steady or firm in price and not likely 
to go any lower, because conditions do not warrant the expectation of 
declines in canned peaches, pears, berries or anything at all coming under 
this head. Apples are somewhat higher. Canners are not packing many 
apples this year. With the end of the domestic season and a short pack 
of sardines so far, the market is very firm. It is also firm on imported 
sardines. Packs everywhere seem short this year. Canned salmon is still 
being taken by consumers, notwithstanding this is a summer article of 
food. Prices are firm and tend higher, because canners are reported sold 
out, and as soon as the stocks now being run out by the wholesalers are 
gone, there will be no way to obtain a resupply. Cove oysters are un- 
changed since last week.—Gyvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Business has been good, but not particularly rushing during the past 
week in jobbing circles. The rush of orders a week ago was not followed 
up with any wonderful amount of letters this week, but there does not 
seem to be any particular amount of kicking. Collections appear to be a 
bit better lately and there is less cause for complaint in this line just now. 
Prices, with the exception of sugar and tomatoes, have been fairly steady, 
with a few features to record. Tomatoes in the local market slumped off 
this week to the extent of about 7%c. a dozen, with the demand not being 
so great that the shippers are working overtime to fill orders. There 
appears to be no particular reason to assign for the decline, according to 
the jobbers. Corn is steady and unchanged in price, with a rather better 
volume of orders than for tomatoes. The market on peas seems to be 
following the corn conditions these days’ with as little to say as there is 
regarding corn. It looks as though red kidney beans are getting up in the 
world as a staple canned goods product and the demand for this hitherto 
comparatively overlooked vegetable is destined to cut a considerable factor 
in the future canned goods trade. One jobber tells that he is putting out 
more kidney beans now than he is selling tomatoes. Practically all of the 
future goods have been delivered, with very little inquiry or interest 
shown in making any contracts for the 1909 pack of any of the staples. 
Canned fruits are very slow. Just why, nobody appears to be willing to 
venture an opinion. One man said: ‘‘It looks as though the consumers 
are wanting something which will put the fat on the ribs more than goods

Commission Men’s Suit Arbitrated. 


Produce commission merchants and packers to the number of more 
than 100 thronged the Circuit Court Monday morning, the 9th, when the 
injunction suit brought hy the commission men against the packers, in 
which it was charged that the packers had entered into a conspiracy to 
depress prices, came up before Judge Heuisler. Millions of dollars were 
involved in the question at issue, as well as points vital to the business 
men of Baltimore, and a legal battle extended over weeks was expected. 

Before it was fairly on, however, the warring parties reached an agree- 
ment to arbitrate, and by consent of everybody Judge Heuisler dismissed 
the suit without prejudice. It was stated by Attorney-General Isaac Lobe 
Straus. who, with Walter R. Rawls, represented the commission men, and 
John C. Rose, who appeared for the packers, that each side would appoint 
a committee to settle the difference without recourse to law. 

The case is one of the most important to Baltimore packers that has 
got into court for a good many years Last June 18 commission firms filed 
a bill in the Circuit Court asking for an injunction to restrain some 18 
large firms of packers from fixing prices on string beans, tomatoes, peas, 
berries and other trucking produce. Judge Heuisler granted a preliminary 
injunction upon the filing of a bond for $10,000, and this injunction has 
been in force since. The case came up this motning upon the motion of the 
packers to dissolve 1t.

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Besides, business conditions were different then to what they are now. 
We are living in a strenuous age, competition is sharp, business men are 
awake to the situation, few are content to sit idly by and let their competi- 
tor get the advantage of them in improved methods of displaying and sell- 
ing goods. 

Some people attend a convention and go home expressing themselves 
that they derived very little benefit from it.

Aside from the discussion which takes place during the regular busi- 
ness sessions, an opportunity is presented for everybody to become 
acquainted, and in the social chats that are had considerable knowledge 
is gained. 

I don’t see how any observing man can attend a convention of men in 
his line without learning something of value and something he can apply 
to his own business when he gets home. 


A certain merchant who had never attended a convention decided that 
he would, as he said, ‘‘ waste a little time’’ in attending one. Upon his 
return home his son asked him what he had learned. He said, “ Nothing 
that I can think of.”’ 


But it was only a short time until he commenced to make some 
changes in his methods. His son asked him where he got his ideas. 
‘* Well,’’ he said, ‘‘ a fellow atthe convention told me about that.’’ He 
did not realize then that he had derived any benefit from attending the 
convention. 


Conventions are necessary to the proper developings of any line of 
business. They help to overcome petty jealousies, prejudices and ruinous 
competition. They tend to broaden one’s horizon of men and things, 
open up new avenues of thought, inspire one with a higher regard for 
himself, his business and his competitor and make him a more congenial 
man when returning home. 


Canning Factories In Florida 


The New has time and again mentioned the need of canning factories 
in South Florida, We need these not only for vegetables, but for preserv- 
ing strawberries. The same plant and force could handle melons and 
manufacture jellies and marmalades. The DeSoto county truckers for the 
past two seasons have suffered. We need irrigation, it is true, but we also 
want canning factories to take the vegetable when it does not pay 
to ship. 

We have recently found a little Alabama town that should be an 
object-lesson for us, Orrville, Ala., is a small village, with not more than 
three or four stores. It is twenty miles from Selma, on a branch road, 
and located in the cotton belt. Cotton has been king for a long time. 
The negro is in evidence with his cabin and mule. The people are wedded 
to the things of the past, with its credit system and only one money crop 
—cotton. 


But there is coming a change. Read the clippings below, taken last 
week from a Birmingham paper. It shows what a small canning factory 
in a small village is doing. 

Notice particularly that sweet potatoes are profitably canned and mar- 
keted. DeSoto county can lead Florida, and Florida beats the world on 
sweet potatoes. Thousands of bushels are being shipped out of the State 
in carload lots. Many thousands more are wanted. The freight rates, 
alas! are too high for supplying this demand. 

With canning factories, the Florida sweet potato crop will increase in 
volume and value. One man in Orange county this summer sold and 
shipped more than $1,000 worth of potato slips. Now, let us can them and 
teach that Alabama town that Alabama is ’‘ not in it’? when it comes to 
sweet potatoes. 

We publish the whole article as below: 

SxmLMma, Oct. 15.—Citizens of Selma and Dallas county are paying 
vastly more attention to diversified crops of every sort at this time than 
ever in the history of this section. For the past several years there have 
been spasmodic experiments in pecan growing, and the fruition of these 
experiments are just at hand and are proving that profitable investments 
were made. 

Then again the establishment of a canning factory in Orrville two 
years ago has served to encourage the raising of vegetables. This factory 
canned during the past season over 100,000 cans of tomatoes alone, besides 
a large number of peaches and other fruits and vegetables. The lattest 
industry is the canning of sweet potatoes, and an order for five carloads of 
the product to be shipped to Iowa has just been completed. Last spring 
the factory managers gave it out that 4oc. per bushel would be paid for 
Dooley yam sweet potatoes, and the farmers of Dallas planted accord- 
ingly. The result is that 4,000 cans of potatoes are being put up every 
day, and several weeks running is expected.—Arcadia ( Fla.) News.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Elsewhere in this issue we publish an account of an action 
sought by the cove oyster packers of this City for the purpose of 
preventing the packing of ‘‘ light weight’’ oysters in cans. 

We say ‘‘ by the packers’’ of this City, though, as a matter 
of fact, the effort is signed by but one single firm of all the 
oyster packers of this City; the only one that has backbone 
enough to declare its convictions before the public. 


Every packer in the business professes to be heartily in 
favor of some measure that will restore the law that was wiped 
from the statute-books of Maryland, and so compel all cove 
oyster packers to stamp the actual weight of the oyster meat in 
every can, or at least put the meat in the can. They all know, 
whether they are in earnest in their protestations or not, that 
such a measure is the only thing that will save the oyster can- 
ning business from demoralization; but out of them all filled 
with this conviction there is but the one to acknowledge the 
necessity of it. 

What poor, weak humans we are! So fearful the world 
will accuse us of the very faults we seek to correct! And it is 
not only oyster packers who are of this nature; that spirit runs 
through the whole industry and through other industries, too— 
all are perfectly willing to see abuses corrected, and possibly to 
lend their aid, but never their names. This is a false fear and 
false position, hardly worthy of men. For, even if you have 
been guilty of the practices complained of, you will show your 
manhood by being ranked among the reformers. If you need 
proof of this, remember what the Bible says: The Lord does not 


wish the death of a sinner, but that he be converted and live; 
and, further, that there is more rejoicing in Heaven over the 
conversion of one sinner than for the ninety-nine just. Is man 
more exacting in his demands than God ? 


What should have been done by the cove oyster packers, if 
they were in earnest in their attempt to destroy this evil, was to 


draw np such a recommendation to Congress and every one sign 


it; and let the world know that they were on record in this 
matter. Numerous meetings were held and the practice of 
slack-filling the cans with oysters, or, in other words, giving 
light weight, was condemned by all, but when it came the time 
to place their names after their verbal objections, then all 
declined, except this one brave firm. 

Our old readers will have no difficulty in recalling the 
deplorable condition into which the canned or ‘‘cove’’ oyster 
business degenerated prior to the passage by the Maryland Leg- 
islature of a law requiring the amount of meat in each can to be 
stamped thereon in ounces. It is due to that Jaw that oysters 
are now sold as 5 0z., 8 0z., 10 oz., etc., a different method 
entirely to other canned goods. To our readers who are unfa- 
miliar with the conditions of twenty to twenty-five years ago, 
we would say that the oyster canning business, through the 
slack filling of cans, became an actual farce. Cans of supposedly 
8 oz. were packed and sent out with half a dozen tiny oysters in 
them and the rest water, until the entire trade was demoralized. 


With the passage of this Maryland law and the stamping 
into the tin the weight of oyster meat in the can, the business 
was restored and began to assume the position it is entitled to. 
But about tive years ago in recodifying the State Laws of Mary- 
land, it is said, the oyster-stamping law was inadvertently 
omitted. And so today it is not a law of the State. Tne 
knowledge of this, or rather we should say the absence of this 
requirement, has opened the way for a repetition of the old 
farce, until we are today not far from the old lamentable condi- 
tion of ihe business prior to the passage of the oyster-stamping 
law. 


Unfortunately, the National Pure Food Law does not cover 
the case, in that it does not require any specific amount of goods 
in the cans. Although we cannot see why this practice should 
not be construed as false labeling and fraud. For in the Law 
itself we find under Section 7: ‘‘In the case of food: Second 
‘‘Tf any substance has been substituted wholly or in part for the 
And surely the substitution of water for oyster meat 
happens in these light weight oysters. Then again, in Regula- 
tion 25 (a), we find the following: ‘‘ When a substance of 
recognized quality commonly used in the preparation of a food 
or drug product is replaced by another substance not injuiious 
or deleterious to health, the name of the substituted substance 
shall appear upon the label.’’ They certainly substitute water 
for oysters here. And then again under Decision 75, which 
treats of maple syrups, it says, ‘‘ The name of the sugar present 
in excess of 50% of the total sugar content should be given the 
greater prominence on the label; that is, it should be given first. 
For example, a syrup the sugars of which consist of 51% cane 
sugar and 49% maple sugar would be properly branded as 
cane and maple syrup.’’ Why, then, should not the 
Government require these slack filled, light weight oysters to 
be called ‘‘ water and oysters,’’ and not simply oysters? 


article.’’ 


But what is of the greatest interest to the industry at large 
is the attempt on the part of the oyster canners to have the 
National Law amended in the coming Congress, so that it will 
require the stamping on all cans used for cove oysters of the net 
weight of the meat; in other words, a duplicate of the Maryland 
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law which required this. There is no question but the salva- 
tion of the entire cove oyster business depends upon such a 
movement; but will Congress be satisfied to limit this stamp 
requirement to oysters, or will it not rather accept the sugges- 
tion and require all kinds of canned goods to be stamped with 
the net weight of contents! Wedo not have to place our ear 
to the ground to hear the rumble of dissatisfaction towards any 
such movement. Fruit and vegetable canners do not want any 
such requirement added to the Pure Food Law; but if slack 
filling in all lines does not stop, they may have it whether they 
wantitor not. There were as many objections to the suggestion 
regarding oysters when it was first made as there are now to it 
regarding fruits and vegetables, and yet with oysters it proved 
to be the very foundation of the business. It seems hard that 
honesty has to be compelled, but there is no denying it. 


Oyster Packers Aroused. 


Due to the Number of Canners Putting Out Light Weight Oys- 
ters, the Leading Packers Are Trying to Cheek the 
Practice, as the Following Cireular Explains. 


COVE OYSTERS. 


BALTIMORE, November 12, 1908. 
To THE TRADE:— 

There have been held in Baltimore several conferences for the purpose 
of correcting the evil which has brought about a complete demoralization 
in prices Of cove oysters. These resolutions were offered, and, although 
warmly supported by some, yet they were not adopted, because it was 
impossible to secure unanimous consent. It was conceded that such a 
voluntary movement must be indorsed and supported heartily by all the 
jobbing trade, otherwise the packers who started this movement could not 
dispose of their full weight cove oysters, and the jobbers friendly to the 
movement could not dispose of such purchases, because the remainder of 
the trade would in all probability buy from other sources in Baltimore and 
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elsewhere, where the plan set forth in these resolutions was not being 
carried out, 

Whereas, the evil of canning cove oysters with reduced weights has 
been carried to such extremes, that practically all canning factories North 
and South have been compelled in self-defense to fall into line and pack 
upon a lower scale of weights All the old standards of weights have been 
discarded. In the absence of State or Federal laws to correct this evil, it 
has grown from bad to worse. A few years ago weights were lowered by 
some 10%, followed by others 15%. Next season found goods on the 
market 20% less in weight, then 25%, reaching at the present time 30% 
less with some packers, The packers af Baltimore have found it necessary 
to unite in a protest, which it is hoped will be ratified by the entire trade, 
both packers and jobbers. Therefore, be it 


Resolved, 1st, That we, Canned Goods Packers of Baltimore, take this 
action to reaffirm the established weights of cove oysters, which were 
adopted by the Canned Goods Exchange, of Baltimore, in 1883, and are 
ascertained by pouring off the water in the cans and weighing the oysters, 
which were required to weigh 5 oz. for 5-oz. cans, 4 oz. for 4-0z. cans and 
3 oz. for 3-0z. cans; likewise, 10 oz, for 10-0z. cans, 8 oz. for 8-oz. cans and 
6 oz. for 6-oz. cans; I-lb. lightweight, 1% oz., 2-lb. ditto, 3-0z. select and 
extra select oysters, 6 oz. for 1 1b. cans and 12 oz. for 2 lb. cans. 

Resolved, 2d, That we, Canned goods Packers of Baltimore, guarantee 
not to offer for sale any 4-0z. or 3%4-0z. cove oysters as 5-0z. oysters, and 
guarantee to apply the same principle in the packing and selling of all 
kinds and sizes of oysters, viz,, that the contents of the respective cans 
shall be in accordance with the first resolution. Any slight discrepany of 
one-quarter ounce greater or less will not be construed other than as an 
honest endeavor to be as exact as the range of human possibility permits. 


Resolved, 3d, That the object of this action is to restore the former 
methods of packing oysters, which are recognized as honorable and just to 
the trade and the consumer. To this end the attention of the trade 
throughout the country is called to the product of every canning factory, 
so that when cove oysters are offered at remarkably low prices, it would be 
only just that such oysters be required to conform to these long-established 
weights; otherwise the buyer is not getting cheaper goods, but only what 
is pretended to be cheaper. 

These resolutions were not adopted for the reasons above stated. 

The variation of prices now amounts to I5c. per dozen on 1 lb. cans and 
30c. per dozen on 2 1b. cans. It should be apparent to every jobber that 
such a difference could only be occasioned by the fill of the cans, and the

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various prices which have been quoted do not represent the nominal 
weight of the cans, but that actually such prices represent only the 
weight of the oysters which the packer proposes to put into his cans. 
One dozen 5-0z. cans of oysters should contain 60 ounces of oysters. If 
the cans are filled with 3% ounces instead of 5 ounces, this means that only 
42 ounces are put in the dozen cans, being 18 ounces short, representing in 
value from 12 to 15 cents, according to quality. This explains that there 
is no inconsistency between a packer who furnishes full weight 5-ounce 
oysters at 8oc. per dozen and others who nominally quote 75c. or 7oc. or 
6sc. Each one simply puts in the necessary quantity of oyster meat which 
the price represents and fills up the can with water. 

When the broker quotes these lowest prices as representing ‘full 
weights ’’ and an explanation is demanded, the reply is given that the cans 
are full to the top with water and the water is included in the weight. 
These extremely low prices have not been met by the majority of cauners 
in the city, although being quoted freely by brokers, the trade naturally 
assumed that all the packers had lost their heads. No one claims that 
these lowest prices are the result of competition. There can be no compe- 
tition between two flour mills’ one of which puts 196 pounds in a barrel 
and the other 146 pounds. Such quotations for flour with designating the 
weight as 146 pounds would be universally characterized as fraudulent. 

Under present conditions every buyer of oysters who expects to get 
what he pays for, is compelled to buy them as he buys peaches, berries, 
peas, etc., according to the fill of the can. The nominal designation in 
ounces must be totally disregarded. He should secure samples before pur- 
chasing, so that he may know what the seller expects to deliver for the 
price quoted. 

It was suggested to have a committee interview the Pure Food Com- 
mission to secure a ruling to cover the present condition of affairs, and 
also to present a bill at the next meeting of Congress, in December, 
amending the Pure Food Law, by compelling every canner to put the 
weights of the oysters on the labels. This is the only effectual remedy for 
such unsatisfactory conditions, which would restore the old standard of 
weights.

On the other hand, the raw oyster shippers are taking up arms against 
any interference with their methods of shipping, and which we may add is 
due to the agitation against ice being packed in the shucked oysters. A 


number of State laws now prohibit the shipping of raw oysters in tubs or 
kegs if the ice comes in contact with the oysters. A recent meeting of the 
leading men of that industry is thus reported: 

That the methods used in packing oysters for shipment now emetoped 
by the packers of Viginia and Maryland, which have been employed for 
the past forty years, are superior to any modern contrivance for transport- 
ing the bivalves after they have been shucked is the opinion of Capt. 
A. von Nyvenheim, of this city, president of the Virginia Oyster Packers 
and Planters Association, who has just returned from New York, where he 
attended a meeting of the Oyster Planters and Dealers Association of 
North America, as a member of its executive committee. 

Captain von Nyvenheim’s opinion is backed up by the National Asso- 
ciation, which, after considering the various patented oyster carriers, ap- 
pointed a commitee of five, representing as many oyster-producing States, 
to use every legitimate means to show the public that the members of the 
National Association will ship oysters only in such manner as has been 
approved by expert chemists of this country to be the most sanitary and 
healthy, ‘which methop has been used by Virginia and Maryland dealers 
for over forty years, with the best results everywhere.”’ 

This method consists of placing a large cake of ice in the centre of the 
barrel or tub containing the oysters, which are in direct contact with the 
ice. The patent carriers consist of a contrivance modeled after an ice- 
cream freezer, the oysters being placed ina metal receptacle, surrounded 
by cracked ice. 


TAX WOULD RUIN INDUSTRY. 


Captain von Nyvenheim asserts that this method has been found not 
only unsanitary and therefore unhealthy, but if it were adopted, would 
mean the ruination of the oyster industry in this, as well as other oyster- 
producing States. 

In support of this statement, he asserts thai the parties owning the 
patented carriers will not sell them, but will permit their use only upon the 
payment of a royalty by the shippers of ten cents per gallon. The pay- 
ment of this tax, Captain von Nyvenheim says, would make the price of 
oysters prohibitive, practically, in the Middle, Western and Southern 
States, from which this market secures the bulk of patronage. 

Only the wealthy could afford to eat bivalves, and there are not enough 
of this class to consume the output of any one, let alone that of sixteen 
oyster-producing States. The demand being cut off, the business would go 
to pot, he declared. . 

Another feature would be, according to the same authority, the build-

Captain von Nyvenheim asserts that the patented carriers will not de- 
liver oysters in the best nutritious condition, as the natural heat of the 
oysters in the middle of the can, which do not come into direct contact 
with the ice, as in the present old method, proved such as to cause the 
stock to be in in bad condition upon arrival at distant points. 


OLD-TIME METHODS THE BEST. 

He stated that a representative of the Bureau of Chemistry at Washing- 
ton visited his oyster-packing establishment here a few days ago and de- 
clared after investigation that the old-time method is the best, from the 
fact that the pure ice acts as a preservative to the centents of the package, 
and has no ingredients or substances which would prove injurious to the 
consumer. 

The packages in which oysters are shipped from this port are of wood, 
and are thoroughly cleansed before using.

Both States were blessed by 
the Almighty with an almost unlimited supply of this food, but they were 
robbed in broad daylight by parties who had no interest in either State, 
and who took away our best seed oysters, which were planted on other 
grounds, depleted the natural rocks, and from this has sprung the compe- 
tition which we are compelled to meet today. 

OYSTERS CHEAPER IN BOSTON. 

‘‘ Why, I am today buying select oysters in Boston at 20 cents a gal- 
lon less than I can produce the same grade of stock in Norfolk. 

“‘ As president of the Norfolk Oyster Company, in Boston, it pays ime 
to buy Rhode Island and Connecticut stock to supply my trade there, 
rather than to ship oysters from Virginia. 

‘“The supply of the dealers and growers in Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and New York this season is the most abundant and of the finest quality 
they have ever known. We Virginians cannot begin to compete with 
these dealers. Consequently, we have to look to the Middle, Western and 
Southern States for our trade. 

‘«On this account we cannot, for the reasons given, and for the further 
reason that we want to build up, if possible, the Virginia market, afford to

business for twenty-six years, stated that every member of the National 
Asssociation, which now represents eighteen States, will join in the move- 
ment to build up the oyster industry all over the country.

Blueberries In Nova Scotia. 


Consul Alfred J. Fleming furnishes the following report on 
the cultivation of blueberries in Nova Scotia and their shipment 
from Yarmouth. 


In addition to thousands of dollars worth of fish, dried, canned, pick- 
led and fresh, and the vast quantities of lobsters and lumber products, 
with 10,000 to 20,000 barrels of apples every year, all of which are exported 
to the United States from this port, there is one item of no mean propor- 
tions, and that is blueberries. These berries are wild here and very abund- 
ant. The season really began July 18 and practically closed September 28, 
extending a trifle over two months, and during that time, by official 
returns received from the Yarmouth customs office, there were exported 
from this part the enormous quantity of 24,210 crates of blueberries, and 
these were worth, as given by the same authority, the handsome sum of 
$53,806. In other words, as most of these berries went to Boston, $53,806 
of Boston money found its way back to Nova Scotia and practically the 
Yarmouth territory. As these shipments were all in small lots, under $100 
each, no consular services were needed. It is said that last year was the 
banner year, the yield being very large and the berry of a very superior 
quality and flavor. The amount of money stated found its way into the 
pockets of the poor people, who shipped in small quantities. 


Washington, D. C.—The commissioner of patents has given notice
